Late this afternoon Mr. Quinn feceived a 
letter from U. S. Grant Jr., in reply to his 
communication of the lith’ inst., in which he 
asked Mrs. Grant to define her wishes in re- 
spect of the General’s remains. Mr. Giant

to your courteous letter of Aug. 11, asking for an 
expression of her wishes in relation to the re- 
moval of Gen. Grant’s remains to the vicinity of 
Washington, as proposed in a concurrent resolu- 
tion by Senator Plumb. 

At a time when Mrs. Grant was with him Col. 
Grant wrote a letter for publication with the in- 
tention of saving her, if possible, from the affect- 
ing annoyance of being interviewed by tite news- 
papers on this subject, in which he expressed her 
views and the views of her family in regard to 
this. In that letter Col. Grant said in substance 
that such a removal rested with Congress and not 
with Gen. Grant's family. 

If the people, by act of Congress, choose to re- 
move Gen. Grant’s remains to or near Washing- 
ton, Mrs. Grant will her consent only in 
case no provision be made for her to finally rest 
by his side. This she wishes to emphasize. She 
will be glad to see a monument begun at last 
which will mark the last resting-place of her hus- 
band.

ciples. 

About seventy-five Masons, headed by Grand 
Worthy Master William 8. Smith, led 
the procession from the speakers’ stand 
to the site chosen for the location of the mon- 
ument. W. A. Nelson, President of the Davy 
Crockett Historical Society, made a speech 
and requested the Masons to conduct the cere- 
monies. The cornerstone was filled with 
copies of the newspapers of East Tennessee 
and important historical papers. Mr. Smith 
announced that a celebration would be held 
there Aug. 17, 1891, to unveil the monument. 

A number of the gentlemen who took part 
in the ceremonies at Strong’s Springs will be 
present at the exercises in Lawrenceburg. 

Davy Crockett’s Career, 

[David Crockett was born in Limestone, Greene 
Co., Tenn.,Aug.17, 1786, and died in Texas March 6, 
1836. His father,a Revolutionary veteran of Irish 
birth, moved to Eastern Tennessee after the war, 
and about 1793 opened a small tavern on the road 
from Knoxville to Abingdon. When David was 
abeut 12 years old his father hired him to an old 
Dutchman, with whom he went 400 miles on foot, 
but, after remaining a few weeks with his master 
ran away and succeeded in reaching home. 
Shortly afterward he was sent to school, but on 
the fourth day gave one of the pupils with whom 
he had quarreled a sound beating,and, after play- 
ing truant for a time to dvoid a flogging, 
ran away from home to escape the vengeance of 
his father. For three years he worked for team- 
sters in Tennessee, Maryland, and Virginia, and 
for eighteen months was bound to a hatter in the 
last-named State. Tired of wandering about he 
finally returned home, and shortly afterward 
worked hard for a year to pay two notes of his 
father’s, amounting to $76. He then went to 
school for six months and learned his letters, but 
relingnished study to seek awife, and after several 
disappointments in love married and settled 
in Lincoln County in 1800, and in 1811 moved to 
Franklin County, one of the wildest parts of the 
State. Crockett had by this time ac- 
quired some fame as a hunter, and at 
the beginning of the Creek war, in 1813, 
he enlisted in a regiment of sixty-day 
volunteers. He served through the war and after- 
ward settled on Shoal Creek, in a desolate region 
of the State, where a temporary government was 
formed by the settlers and Crockett was made a 
magistrate. He was subsequently appointed to 
the same office by the Legislature, and was then 
elected Colonel of militia. In 1821 he was a candi- 
date forthe Legislature, and winning favor by 
telling amusing stories and by his skill with the 
rifle was elected by a handsome majority, 
though he had never read a newspaper in 
his life and was entirely ignorant of public 
speaking. In 1822 he lost all his property 
by fire, and moved again to the Obion River, 
where he devoted himself to his favorite * 
tion of hunting, living on bear meat and venison. 
He served again in the Legislature in 1823-24, and 
in the latter year was an unsuccessful candidate 
for Congress. In 1826 he was again a candidate, 
asa supporter of Jackson, and this time was 
elected, serving two terms from 1827 to 1831. In 
his second term he opposed Jackson’s Indian bill, 
and this course caused his defeat in 1530, but he 
served again in 1833-35. Crockett was popular at

RETALIATING ON CANADIANS 


The United States Refuses the Bonding Priy- 
lege to a Cartridge Company. . 
MonTrREAL, Que., Aug. 17.—[Special. ]|—The ‘ 
threat of the United States Gevernment of 
retaliation against Canadian railways has at 
last been carried out, and Canada has been hit 
through her commercial interests. Particu- 
lars of this have only been made public late 
tonight, and the importance of its probable 
effect cannot be overestimated. It is looked 
upon simply as a reprisal for snubs adminis- 
tered to the United States Government by the 
Government of Great Britain. Britain would 
have no more seizures in Behring Sea, and the 
United States cutter dared not make them, 
hence the United States Government’s at- 
tempt now to throttle Canada’s commerce, 

Some time ago the Dominion Cartridge 
company, which is controlled by the Hamilton 
Powder company, and which has its works at 
Brownsburg, near Lachute, made an applica- 
tion through its New York agents to the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington for a permit 
to ship goods to Mexico over a particular 
route. The Treasury Department stated in 
reply that it was not disposed to extend the 
bonding privileges for Canadian goods that 
they were offering to other countries. 

The case in point appears to demonstrate 
clearly that there is a strong movement on 
foot at Washington to adopt a retaliatory pol- 
icy, but whether this disposition will be 
evinced in regard to other bonding privileges 
is an open question.

WANTED: A CAPABLE COUNTY BOARD. 
It will be the special duty of the Republican 
County Convention when it is called together 
next month to nominate fifteen honest and 
competent men for County Commissioners. 
Under the administration of the Democratic 
majority now in control of the board the 
public institutions of the county have become 
demoralized. Extravagance and illegality 
characterize the management of every depart- 
ment of the county service under the immé- 
diate control of the Commissioners. The 
scandals arising from the loose business 
methods of President Edmanson and his 
party associates are many and are mat- 
ters of daily notoriety. But for the check 
imposed by the law it is probable that the 
institutions now, would be in as complete a 
state of disorganization as they were during 
the Klehm-Van Pelt-Buck McCarthy admin- 
istration. : 

The half-way investigation made into the 
charges against the hospital management 
proved that some of the patients were grossly 
neglected, while others, not properly charges 
on the county, were unduly favored; that the 
Warden’s principal subordinates were guilty 
of gross violation of the law} that the drug- 
gist did not attend to his duties; and that 
members of the medical staff used the insti- 
tution for purposes of personal profit. 

This investigation has been followed dur- 
ing the week by charges against the man- 
agement of the Insane Asylum, where, it 
is asserted, county employés are paid for 
dancing attendance on other county employés, 
and to the neglect of patients, and where the 
county property is converted to private use. 
Allegations of a grave character are made 
against the management of the Detention 
Hospital, and contractors of the Harlev and 
Chris Kelling variety are again in the county’s 
service, using the county patients in work 
which the county has to pay for. The relatives 
of patients are made the victims of official 
rapacity. Some of the patients themselves 
are treated with worse than indignity. All this

THE SAHARA RAILROAD. 
It is an illustration of their faith in grand 


schemes upon paper that the French people, 
undaunted by their immense losses at Panama, 
have seized with enthusiasm upon the propo- 
sition to build a railroad across Sahara and 
are ready to invest their earnings in a scheme 
which is chimerical, to say the least. A dis- 
patch from Paris states that no less than 
three companies already have been formed, and 
as all these companies have their partisans in 
the Chambers and are seriously embarrassing 
the Cabinet the Government itself may under- 
take the hazardous scheme, which is more 
likely to lead to bankruptcy than to success. 

It is not surprising that France wants a rail- 
road across the Sahara. On the north it holds 
Algeria. On the south it has made remark- 
able progress in absorbing the provinces in 
the Valley of the Niger. Four-fifths of that 
great river are already controlled by France, 
the other fifth, near its mouth, being in the 
possession of England. Virtually it controls 
its navigation and one after the other has ab- 
sorbed the tier of small provinces stretching 
from Senegambia, north of the Kong Mount- 
ains, wellznigh to Lake Tchad, It is a vast re- 
gion, fertile in soil gnd rich in resources, 
and its people are well disposed towards the 
French. A railroad across the desert from 
Algeria to the great upper bend of the Niger 
would be of incalculable benefit to France 
in the rapid transportation of its 
troops and in the development of 
the industrial resources of the country, but 
can it be built? In these days of scientific 
achievement it is rash to assume that any- 
thing is impossible. So far as water is con- 
cerned it probably could be obtained at 
oases, but is human skill able to cope with the 
terrible sandstorms of the desert, which would 
bury the track almost as fast as it could be 
built? All the estimates thus far made in- 
volve enormous expenditure, which must be 
increased ‘still further, how much no one can 
tell, in keeping the tracks in running order. It 
isa favorite project with the French, and it 
is not improbable they will undertake it, but 
it will cost a eolossal sum, and if built can it 
be kept up and made to pay? 


SAVE THE BIG TREES.

WANT THE ACT CHANGED, 


Residents of Mississippi Will Make an Ap- 
peal to Congress, 

Jackson, Miss.; Aug. 17.—[Special.]—It is 
rumored that Mr. Mayes of State at large 
will tomorrow introduce a memorial and res- 
olution for its adoption to Congress, asking 
the repeal of the act imposing fundamental 
conditions on the reception of Mississippi into 
the Union on the ground that it is a stigma 
upon the State not common to the other States, 
and respectfully protesting that, while the con- 
vention thinks these fundamental conditions 
themselves void, nevertheless they remain as a 
stigma upon this Commonwealth.
